WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE 


BETTINA HALL and Winthrop Ames 
are the most important personages who 
claim North Easton, Mass., as_ their 
birthplace. It was only a few years ago 
that Miss Hall’s stage career began, as 
she is one of the youngest of the musi- 
cal comedy stars of the day. Her first 
outstanding success in New York: was 
made in Winthrop Ames’ revival of 
“Tolanthe,” the Gilbert and Sullivan 
opera, done by him with so much suc- 
cess at Arthur Hopkins’ Plymouth the- 
atre. With the American Opera Com- 
pany, Miss Hall sang “Carmen” in Eng- 
lish. From that engagement she went di- 
rectly to Dwight Deere Wiman’s first 
“Little Show” and in that scored a mark- 
ed personal triumph. She went from 
that musical show to “Three Little 
Girls,” co-starring in it with her sister, 
Natalie. The Shuberts awaited the ter- 
mination of her contract to have her cre- 
ate the leading part in “Meet My Sister.” 
Without an interval for vacation. Miss 
Hall began rehearsals with “The Cat and 
the Fiddle’ which Max Gordon was pre- 
paring at the Globe Theatre on Broad- 
way, and continuously appeared in it in 
New York for nearly a year. 


LYNNE OVERMAN has appeared in 
principal characters of musical plays in- 
bluding “Oh Boy,” “Honey Girl’ nd “Hot 
Cha,” the latter having been done under 
the Ziegfield banner. He was starred in 
“Just Married,” “The Little Accident” 
and “The Hottentot.” In “Just Married,” 
after three years of performance he went 
to London with that play and appeared 
in it for a year there, 


OLIVE OLSEN and Huey Long claim 
the same’ town, Winfield, Louisiana as 
their birthplace. When Miss Olsen was 
‘a very young miss with a mass of golden 
curls (which she says annoyed her huge- 
ly on hot Summer days) Long was an 
itinerant salesman. Today, the little 
gzirl of yesterday has become an import- 
ant factor on the musical comedy stage 
of New York, and her fellow-townsman 
still seeks the center of the _ political 
stage in Washington. Miss Olsen was 
of the original company of “Meet My 
Sister” and “Follow Thru,” ‘‘Who Cares, ’ 
“Vanities” and vaudeville each have add- 
ed to her personal triumphs in the the- 
atre. 


BOYD DAVIS has divided his playing 
time on the stage between America and 
England. He has appeared in both dra- 








matic and musical plays, having been in 
the original cast of ‘Meet My Sister.” 
The most important of his New York en- 
gagements were with Fred _ Stone, 
“Journey’s End,” “Wings Over Europe,” 
“The Constant Wife,’ “The Green Hat” 
and in Charles Dillingham’s revival of 
“The Little Minister.” In London he 
played in “Bulldog Drummond,” “Broad- 
way Jones”, “Captain Brassbound’s Con- 
version” and “The Man from Toronto.” 


DOROTHY VERNON, born in Holly- 
wood, looked askance upon the pictures 
and sought the stage. In Los Angeles, 
and up and down the Pacific Coast, she 
sang in ‘‘Desert Moon.’ Then she acted 
with Guy Bates Post in “The Climax.” 
In both San Francisco and in Southern 
California, Miss Vernon played in com- 
panies sponsored by Curran and Belasco 
and Henry Duffy. .
